While we very naturally dislike a 


plant tbar poisons us when v?e toii'Mi 
It. yet if we investigate the reason for 
its poison we discover that * rast num- 
ber of plants develop poisons and near 
poisons, and when we look over the 
list we find that we would be rather 
badly off without them, the .National 
Geographic Magazine states. It is true 
that most of them are poisonous only 
when eaten, and that few are poison- 
ous to the touch; .but they have all ue- 
velooed these qualities in self-defense. 
, Some of them store their poison in 
uheir seeds, others In their root stocks 
"nnd others in their x-oota \,o protect 
their progeny from harm. They do not 
go about looking for trouble or -seek- 
ing, like the devil, whom they may de- 
stroy; but they are prepared to. resist 
invasion of the rights of their children. 
Nui vomica and aconite are two of 
this kind. 
Others develop alkaloids, like the 


nicotine of tobacco, the quinine of the 
cinchona tree and the thelne of ten, to 
protect themselves. 
Strychnine, digi- 


talis and a hundred and one indispen- 
sable drugs that are poisonous In over- 
doses are the gifts of the plant world 
to man as A byproduct of plant prepa- 
rations for self -defense.

AVIATION TRAINING 


CttUet Flyer Victor li. Hemming, 


Home on Fulough, Gives Interest- 


ing Tulk to High School 


Students. 


A vivid description 
of

types oE airplanes used on the battle- 
fields of Europe today and the present 
day methods of training flyers in the 
U. S. at the flying fields of Texas 
was given by Cadet Flyer Victor Hem- 
ming at the high schooi this morriins 
before the students and faculty.

CAMERA 


Honor That Has Been Given by Many 


to Distinguished Italian Seem* to 


Be Undeserved. 


Because In the year 1569 Glnrobat- 


tista de la Porta, In his book on 
"natural magic," gives a description of 
the camera obscura the Invention of 
that Instrument is ascribed generally 
to htm. It is claimed for him that he 
not only used a lens but an inclined 
mirror as well, thus antlclpatlnf? by 
hundreds of years cameras of a roller 
order. It is not, however, to be imag- 
ined that his instrument was of the 
portable kind. Rather was It a dnrk 
chamber In which an image of the 
out- 


door-scene was thrown upon a whit- 
ened wall, through the medium of a 
small hole on the opposite side. 


It la not nt nil unlikely that Porta 


was simply the recorder of a phenom- 
enon known to others than himself, 
but not by theni reduced to writing. 
There was one distinguished individual, 
at all events, who had observed the 
same optical effect, thus anticipating 
Porta by some years. It was about 
the beginning of the sixteenth century 
that Leonardo da Vlncl said, "If you 
will place yourself In an hermetically 
closed room facing a building, a land- 
scape, or any other object directly 
lighted by the sun, and then cut a hole 
In the shutter, an image of the object 
outside will be'thrown upon any sur- 
face facing the hole, and it will be re- 
versed (inverted)."

PROUD OF OLD CLOCK TOWER 


Citizens of Halifax Cherish Building 


Which Was Erected by the Fa- 


ther of Queen Victoria. 


Halifax, N. S., the chief British 
mil- 


itary and naval station In America, Is 
one of the most strongly fortified in the 
world. The citadel, its chief fortress, 
pronounced by engineers the most 
formidable In America, occupies a 
com- 


manding eminence overlooking the city 
and harbor. The citadel was begun 
about 179S, under the supervision of 
the duke of Kent, father of Queen 
Vic- 


toria, and was completed In 1814. At 
the time the fortification was begun 
the duke was Governor ot y°™ Sco- 
tla and commander in chief of the 
British forces In America. The cita- 
del was named by him in honor of his 
father, George III. king of Great Brit- 
ain.

The dnUe of Kent left other remind- 


ers of his residence In Halifax, among 
them the quaint old clock tower and 
clock at the foot of Garrison hill and 
opposite to the main entrance of Fort 
George. The clock in the tower, which 
was brought from England, -and la still 
keeping excellent time, was the gift 
of George III. 
Though quaint and somewhat crnue 


in appearance, and suffering by contrast 
with the more modern structures in its 
Ticlnlty, the old tower and clock ar* 
still cherished with pride by the citi- 
zens of Halifax as a reminder of the 
residence among them of one who 
would himself hare been king of Eng- 
land had he lived long enough.
